prospective relocation. 
Within 30 Days 
Their recommendations for the

■md a decision is expected within 
SO days. 
The expected subsidence threat­ 
ens eventually to cave in ground 
traversed by the present line at 
the point where the boundaries of 
three active producers, the W au- 
eeca.

U 
PPE R PEN INSU LA cities represented 
at the aviation meeting in Iron M oun­ 
tain W ednesday reaffirm ed their desire to 
secure federally certified air service be­ 
tw een the two peninsulas of Michigan. The 
cities also desire continuance of Wisconsin 
C entral’s route through the U pper Pen in ­ 
sula to M ilw aukee and Chicago. 
If only one route is to be certified, the 
U. P. cities have m ade it plain th a t if they 
w ere perm itted to m ake the choice, they 
would prefer a certified direct route by 
Nationw ide A irline to Detroit ra th e r than 
Wisconsin Central's service to Chicago. 
The reason for this is that air service to 
Detroit provides a close link betw een the 
two peninsulas of Michigan not provided 
by any mode of transportation. 
A person travelling from Escanaba to 
Detroit by train routes his trip by way of 
Chicago. If he leaves here in the morning 
on the C&NW at 9:13 a. rn., he will arrive 
in D etroit th a t night at 10:20 o’clock, 
a 
tim e lapse of 13 hours. The trip by Air­ 
plane on a direct route requires less than 
three hours. 
T here w ould be no problem at all if the 
Civil 
A eronautics 
Board 
would 
certify 
both 
routes, 
one 
to 
Chicago 
by

by 
Nationwide.

No Deficit In 1951 
^Escanaba Ice Revue 
rpH E financial report of the Escanaba ice 
revue has not been completed yet but 
it is known that the 1951 revue did not 
sustain a deficit. Admission receipts were 
sufficient to m eet operating expenses, the 
city recreation director has reported, and 
a “cushion” of several hundred dollars was 
realized on program advertising and the 
sale of programs. The com plete financial 
statement of the revue w ill be ready in 
another w eek or IO days, it has been in­ 
dicated. 
The Escanaba public is more than cas­ 
ually interested in the financial statement 
of the ice revue because of the relationship 
that the financial report has to continu­ 
ance o f'th e event. The revue lost consid­ 
erable m oney a few years ago and the city 
was forced to pay the deficits. For a time, 
it was uncertain whether the event would 
be continued. No deficit was incurred the 
last three years, however. 
The net revenue from the program ad­ 
vertising for the 1951 revue should be 6et 
aside in a special fund to serve as a cush­ 
ion against a possible deficit 
in 
future 
years. O nly in this way can continuity of 
the ice revue be assured. The cost of stag­ 
ing this show is necessarily high and near 
capacity crow ds every perform ance 
are 
necessary 
to 
meet 
expenses. 
Adverse 
weather conditions one or two nights could 
easily result in a deficit. 
Since the deficit would have to be borne 
from tax funds, it is easy to imagine that 
unless profits in one year are balanced 
against deficits in another year, m ainten­ 
ance of the revue as an annual project is 
jeopardized. 


Is This The Beginning 
Of The End? 
B 
ACK in 1943, a committee of the C an­ 
adian House of Commons m ade a re ­ 
port on com pulsory governm ent health 
and sickness insurance. In that report it 
said, “D uring the early years of H itler’s 
regime, the governm ent’s medical program 
was looked upon by m any observers as one 
of th e greatest props of the totalitarian 
state.” 
Lenin, who did more than any individual 
to take the Comm unist theories of M arx 
and put them into practical effect, always 
heavily stressed the virtues of socialized 
medicine as a basic foundation of the Com­ 
munist state. 
G overnm ent 
medicine, 
as w e know it 
today, was an innovation of B ism arck’s. As 
the histories tell, he established it to soften 
the complaints of the working people who 
had been thoroughly oppressed by the po­ 
lice methods he used. 
In other words, governm ent domination 
of medical care goes hand in hand with 
totalitarianism —w hether it be of the Com­ 
munist, Socialist, or monarchist 
variety. 
There are good reasons why that should 
be so. It brings the governm ent directly 
into the lives of everyone. It m akes every­ 
one look to governm ent for an absolutely 
essential, life-or-death service. It breeds 
the heaviest kind of dependency on the 
government. And, with that kind of a be­ 
ginning. the swift socialization by govern­ 
ment of other professions and crafts and 
enterprises is m ade much simpler.

Merry-Go-Round

BELGRADE— If Russia follows the doc­ 
trine cf the famous German w ar strategist, 
Count Karl von Clausewitz, as it has in the 
past, it would seem likely that Moscow 
would order an attack on Yugoslavia some 
time this spring, for Clausewitz taught that 
the tim e to make war is w hen 
you 
are 
strongest and your potential 
enemy 
Is 
weakest. The moment your enemy begins 
gaining 
strength, 
according to the war 
theory followed by the Gormans and Rus­ 
sians for the last hundred years, then it’s 
time to strike. 
A 
careful, 
cold-blooded diagnosis of 
Russian strategy in the past shows rather 
definitely that they expected the United 
States to fall apart at the seams econom­ 
ically after V-.T day in 1946. T he depres­ 
sion which even some American econom­ 
ists expected after the w ar was banked on 
by Moscow to start unemployment, unrest 
and riots and either bring 
the 
United 
States into the Communist orbit without 
w ar or else m ake military victory easier 
for the Russians. 
Certainly the expected 
depression, Moscow figured, would bring 
Communism to Western Europe. 
And there was a time, late in 1947, when 
this strategy almost succeeded in Europe. 
This was when droughts, plus a Com mu­ 
nist-inspired 
strike 
of 
Italian 
harvest 
hands, plus riots and general w a r discour­ 
agement had certain European democracies 
near the toppling point. It was at this cru­ 
cial tim e that such American aid as the 
Friendship Trains, followed by a special 
session of Congress which voted food for 
hungry Europeans, followed by the M ar­ 
shall plan, broke the back of the Com­ 
munist drive to take over Europe. 
Since then the pro-A m erican dem ocra­ 
cies in Europe have been getting stronger 
while the Communist movem ent is getting 
weaker. Moscow definitely missed the boat 
in those immediate postwar years and now 
is faced w ith the quandary of w hether it 
m ay miss the boat again or 
w hether 
it 
should cold bloodedly precipitate a war, 
for the beginning in earnest of European 
rearm am ent under 
General 
Eisenhower 
m eans that the m ilitary advantage now en­ 
joyed by Moscow soon m ust pass from its 
hands. U npleasant as the contemplation of 
those facts may be, nevertheless they are 
facts w e have to face and no country need 
contem plate them more carefully than the 
one nation which dared to thum b its nose 
at Moscow—Jugoslavia. 
TITO KNOWS RUSSIAN TRAITS 
W hen talking privately, the m an who 
now bosses Yugoslavia is extrem ely frank 
about the danger of an attack on his coun­ 
try this spring.

THE WORD “MANDATE” 


W HAT DOES IT MEAN? 


Q. The word “m andate” has been in the 
news a good deal lately. I’m not sure I u n ­ 
derstand just what tile word means. Will 
you please give us one of your down-to- 
earth discussions?—N. II. T. 
A. M andate is primarily a legal word 
that goes back as far as ancient Roman 
law in the meaning of, “an order or d e­ 
cree by the emperor to governors of pro­ 
vinces.” Tile word is from the French m an ­ 
dat, from the Latin mandare, meaning lit­ 
erally, “ to put into one’s hand”; 
hence, 
“to commit, enjoin, command.”

True Test Of 
Parents' Love 


By MURIEL LAWRENCE 
A child’s misbehavior is always 
a test of his parents’ love. 
Until we can accept the idea 
that the impudence, lies, tantrum s 
and defiances our youngsters ex­ 
hibit are by-products of our own 
fears and insecurities, we have 
little real hope of helping them ov­ 
ercome their problems. 
This is a hard idea to accept 
because it hits us where it hurts— 
in our own self-satisfaction. And 
here’s W’here love comes in. If 
we do not love, we will resist the 
battle 
for 
self-knowledge. The 
quality of our love is under test. 
If the love is of good quality, 
it will give us the strength to wel­ 
come this idea joyfully and with 
increasing gratitude. Our discov­ 
ery of ourselves leads to the dis­ 
covery of our child. 
When this idea is accepted, we 
find our feeling for our child flood­ 
ed with a wholly new’ appreciation 
of his value to us. We are humble 
with thanksgiving for the rela­ 
tionship that has inspired us to 
find ourselves. 
Parenthood Strains Our Courage 
Many of us get by until our 
child is born. We do a fair job of 
work; if our m arriage has not come 
up to our romantic expectations, it 
is satisfactory enough. When our 
baby is born, we say: “My life is 
set—and w hat’s all this talk about 
the problems of parenthood?’’ 
Parenthood will teach us if we 
are teachable, that we are never 
set. If we have not learned al­ 
ready, it will teach us that the fear 
that kept us from defending a false 
charge made against 
us 
by 
a 
friend is the same fear that now 
makes us afraid to dem and con­ 
sideration from our child. 
It will teach us th a t the self­ 
doubt that kept us from asking for 
the raise we had earned is the 
same doubt th a t now weakens our 
stand on bed-time. It will teach 
us that the m oral cowardice that 
let our family dictate our choice 
of a profession is the moral cow­ 
ardice our child exploits by m ak­ 
ing embarrassing scenes in public. 
We will find that the job of liv­ 
ing has just begun. 
Like no other hum an relation­ 
ship, parenthood strains the seams 
of our courage and character. For 
w hether we know it or not, it has 
forced us into leadership— and if 
we love and w ant to lead well, we 
cannot evade the job of knowing 
why and where we are going.

1917, Hentschell Says 


Since 
plant construction 
was 
started in 
1917, the 
Manistique 
Rulp 
and Paper 
company 
pas 
spent 
approximately 
$17,000,000 
lur local 
labor, 
pulpwood 
pur­ 
chases and taxes, it was reported 
by R. 
G. 
Hentschell, 
divisional 
manager of the mill, in a talk at a 
regular meeting of the Manistique 
Lions club Tuesday night. 
The firm, now a division of the 
Mead corporation, employs about 
190 persons. 
The annual payroll, I 
including all employee benefits, is 
in excess of $700,000, the speaker 
said. 
Estimated pulpwood 
purchases 
for 1951, most of it to be made in 
the Manistique trading area, will 
total 28,800 cords which, at cur- | 
rent prices, will result in an ex­ 
penditure of $713,400, he stated. 
j 
Hentschell pointed out that in i plcte m 
harvesting pulpwood, other forest ' produce 
products, such as ties, posts and 
log timber, are also produced. This 
addition 
work created 
through 
pulpwood purchases will result in 
an additional income for 
cutters 
of around $280,000, he said. 
The speaker stressed the fact 
that pulpwood is 
primarily pur­ 
chased in the 
Manistique 
trade 
area, particularly in arfeas east of 
Mnistique. “Only on two occasions 
in the 31 year history of the plant 
has it been necessary for the local 
mill to purchase Canadian pulp­ 
wood'’, he stated. 
Discusses Taxes 
Real and personal taxes for 1950 
in the city 
totaled 
$46,300, 
the 
speaker said. Another $15,300 tax 
was paid on company timberlands, 
making a total tax bill of $61,600 
for last year. “Our 1950 local as­ 
sessed valuation was the highest 
in the history of the company and 
totaled 
.098,700”, 
Hentschell 
stated. 
Total annual expenditures, in­ 
cluding payrolls, pulpwood pur­ 
chases, other forest products, and 
taxes, are $1,754,600. “An income 
such as this provides the where­ 
withal for our 
schools 
and our 
municipally owned public utilities, 
including our streets, sewers, fire 
department, recreation 
facilities. 
etc.”, the speaker said. “It is the 
source of trade for all 
our mer­ 
chants, banks, 
and 
professional 
men—the butcher, the baker and 
candlestick maker—and supports 
the livelihood of 1,500 people”. 
Other mill operating costs in­ 
clude sulphite, exceeding $700,000 
annually for 5,000 
tons; 
various 
papermaking 
supplies 
such 
as 
dyes, chemicals, rosin size amount- 
to more than $80,000 yearly; and 
freight 
charges, 
which 
totaled 
$293,439 last year. Approximately 
2,000 carloads of materials were 
handled in and out of the plant 
last year, he said. 
Movement of 
freight within the plant area re­ 
quires the use of an 
industrial 
railroad consisting of a diesel loco­ 
motive and approximately three 
miles of track, he declared. 
Power Consumption 
During 1950 the paper mill gen­ 
erated and consumed 34,000,000 
KWH of power, more than seven 
times the requirement of the en­ 
tire community of Manistique, the 
plant manager stated. 
Over half 
Of this, 19,000.000 KWH, was hy­ 
dro 
generated, 
and 
12,000,000 
KWK were generated 
by 
diesel 
power. 
The rest 3,000,000 KWH. 
represented purchased or 
steam 
generated power. 
••In this regard Manistique has 
the unusual distinction of having 
four sources of standby power, so 
that outages are few and far be­ 
tween and of very limited dura­ 
tion’*, Hentschell said. 
The speaker described the in­ 
stallation of two diesel units in the 
mill 
to offset 
curtailed 
power 
transmission from the 
Son, 
and 
•aid that the units were consid­ 
ered temporary because of an ex­ 
pected increase in Soo power dur­ 
ing the next year. 
He listed the following siatistics 
on the disel operation: Daily fuel 
oil 
consumption, 
4,000 
gallons; 
yearly consumption, 1,011,000 gal­ 
lons or the equivalent of 125 tank 
cars. 
This is enough fuel oil to 
heat 800 homes for a full year, 
he said. 
Much Coal Used 
During the past year the plant 
aljo consumed 17,142 tons of coal 
or approximately 
3000 
carloads. 
This Ie an average of about 50 
tons per day. “Our total consump­ 
tion during the past year Is equi­ 
valent to 15 tons for every home 
In Manistique”, Hentschell said. 
The speaker also described in­ 
surance procedures of the mill and 
discussed the constant 
effort 
to 
improve safety features. 
Insurance coverage is complete, 
he said, and includes health and 
accident for employes and depen­ 
dents; accidental death, sick and 
accident 
weekly 
benefits; 
and 
daily hospital and special hospital 
charges, including surgical 
foes. 
Group life insurance for employes 
of six months or more, amounting 
to $1,000 per employee, also is of­ 
fered at a cost of 67 cents a week. 
Tile success of the safety first 
program, Hentschell *nld. 
is 
re­ 
flected in the fact that during 1950 
the mill had only three lost-time 
accidents and in 1949 «n1v two 
Citing production 
figures 
the 
speaker said that inst 
year 
the 
nlant shipped 24.326 tons of fin­ 
ished paper. 
Normally the m i l l ' s 
production 
is 
one 
third 
novel 
news and two thirds hanging or 


raw wallpaper. 
He said that the 
mill during March 
is 
producing 
several orders of targe t paper for 
the federal government. 
Timber Policies 
Commenting on the 
company's 
timberlands and logging policies, 
Hentschell said: 
“It will be a surprise to most of 
you to learn that we own timber­ 
lands in 21 townships in School­ 
craft. Chippewa, Luce and Mack­ 
inac counties. 
Our largest 
hold­ 
ings are in the Tahquamenon river 
watershed area in Chippewa coun­ 
ty. Our timberlands are under an 
active 
management 
plan 
with 
Robert Schmcling in charge of the 
Manistique area. 
There also are 
three foresters 
working 
directly 
under him in the management of 
these forests. When under com- 
nagemtnt our lands will 
10.0000 cords annually on 
a sustained yield basis.” 
Timberlands are scattered and 
during winter months will provide 
employment for many wood-cut- 
tcrs and farmlot owners who live 
near them, he said. 
The speaker also pointed out I 
that the timberlands are open to I 
hunters and fishermen. 
All 
the 
company asks is that sportsmen 
obey the game laws and be care­ 
ful with fires, he said. 
The 
company 
is 
particularly 
proud of its retirement plan, the 
Mead division manager said. 
The 
plan is contributory with the em­ 
ployee putting in one and one-half 
percent and the company 2 6 per­ 
cent. 
Employees are 
eligible to 
join after five years of continu­ 
ous service. 
Profit Sharing 
“The unusual part of our plan 
is the profit 
sharing”, 
he 
said. 
“During the past four years the 
Mead corporation has contributed 
from profits IO percent of the em­ 
ployees’ annual earnings in addi­ 
tion to the 2 6 percent previously 
mentioned. During the four years 
this plan has been in effect, the 
total contribution by the corpora- 
! lion bas totaled $4,000,000.” 
The money is 
car-marked 
for 
the retirement 
plan, 
is 
banked 
separtely and will be available for 
employees even if the corporation 
were to be dissolved, he said. 
With social security older em­ 
ployees a1 the plant will receive a 
minimum of $100 monthly at the 
age of 65; younger employees will 
receive substantially 
more 
than 
the minimum, he said. 
Improvements at the mill since 
Mead acquisition in 1943 were dis­ 
cussed by the speaker who said 
that under the new firm employ­ 
ment was increased by about 35 
persons. 
This added $1000,000 to 
the annual payroll, he said. 
Concluding his discussion Hent­ 
schell said: “Our industry has al­ 
ways taken a great deal of pride 
in being a vital part in the wel­ 
fare of Manistique as well as in 
the affairs of the eastern half of 
the Upper Peninsula, and we will 
strive to continue in our efforts to 
do our part to make Manistique 
and its surrounding area a better 
place in which to live”.
